enal increase this spring, the general 
depression having given rise to an 
unprecedented demand for cut flow­ 
ers to cheer Dutch homes. 
The shops are filled with carna­ 
tions, the stately iris with oriflames 
of dazzling blue, up-standing gladioli, 
Darwin tulips with theii long pliant 
stems, exquisite yellow tea roses, or­ 
chids galore and peonies with heads 
as big as cabbages. 
Among the pot- 
j ted plants there are marvelous hor- 
tensias, fragrant hyacinths from the 
bulb 
fields 
near 
Haarlem, 
weird 
blooms of the calceolaria and hvdran- 
gias. 
All are offered 
at 
moderate 
prices, notwithstanding tho demand. 
The cultivation and sale of cut flow­ 
ers is a recent growth in the Nether­ 
lands. It is strange that there should 
by any market for them at all for the 
bulb fields, where plants are raised 
in thousands for export, and where he 
who asks may receive all the blos­ 
soms he desires without price, are 
within early reach-of the cities. 
Every Sunday from April to mid- 
July hundreds of bicyclists may be 
seen returning from the bulb fields, 
huge bunches of tulips, narcissi or 
hyacinths strung about their should­ 
ers ami tied to the frames of their 
machines, for the bulb farmer is in­ 
terested only in the bulbs; the blos­ 
soms he cuts and throws away, if no 
one cares to ask for them. The blos­ 
soms of Hie 
most 
expensive tulip 
bulbs are left to rot beside the fields, 
unless some casual visitor claims 
them. 
Flowers are, of course, also grown 
solely for sale as cut flowers or as 
plants in pots. 
The center 
of 
this 
young but already flourishing indus­ 
try. in Boskoop, a small town near 
Gouda, where the sigh* of acres of 
greenhouses 
rewards a 
visit 
products of the hothouses 
gardens are brought into Rotterdam, 
Amsterdam and The Hague in the 
fresh hours of early morning, gener- 
j aly in carts drawn by dogs hitched 
beneath. 
The potted plants can al­ 
if ord a more leisurely trip.

Holland has neither law nor regula­ 
tion under which the propaganda of 
either side in the European conflict 
can be forbidden circulation. In Swit­ 
zerland, caught in the very center of 
the whirlpool of war, it is impossible 
to purchase certain of the more vio­ 
lently partisan newspapers and period­ 
icals. 
The comic papers of Germany 
and 
France, 
for 
example, can be 
bought only surreptitiously. 
Neither 
“Simplicissimus” of Munich nor “Le 
Rire” of Paris may be displayed in 
shop windows or seen in cafes, and it 
is only by convincing a bookseller that 
he is to be trusted thaj a stranger in 
Switzerland may become possessed of 
either. Then the sale takes place fur­ 
tively, behind the counter, when no 
one is about. 
In Holland it is very different. The 
tradition of centuries is against any 
censorship. 
Immediately back of the 
panes of bookshop windows, wires are 
strung from one side to the other, and 
on these are hung the latest numbers 
of the various illustrated press of the 
belligerent countries . “Le Rire” and 
“La Vie Parisienne” hang cheek by 
jowl with “Simplicissimus” and the 
“Lustige Blaetter.” The “Illustratirte 
Zeitung” balances “L’lllustration” and 
“The Graphic.” 
Each is opened to 
exhibit some warlike design celebrat­ 
ing the heroic exploits of the Ger­ 
mans, the French or the British. “Die 
Woche” of Berlin and “Le Miroir” of 
Paris hang together, the 
first 
with 
photographs of the German emperor 
or some members of the German no­ 
bility sharing the labors of the Ger­ 
man common soldier, while the sec­ 
ond advertises the hardships and bra­ 
very of the French “poilus,” as the 
red-legged French soldiers are nick­ 
named in this war. And there are al­ 
ways crowds before the windows of 
the shops, impartially examining pic­ 
tures from both sides of the front.

Probably7 every New7 Creature ex­ 
cept our Lord Jesus has gotten spots 
on his garment at some time. 
But 
these must be removed; for no one 
will be admitted into the presence of 
Jehovah God w7hose robes are spotted. 
There is only one 
cleansing 
flued 
which will remove these spots—“The 
blood of Jesus Christ His Son cleans­ 
e d us from all sin.” 
(I John 1:^.) 
These words do not refer (o the orig­ 
inal cleansing; they are not addressed 
< to sinners, but to those who are robed 
in Christ’s righteousness. 
Both in 
the original Greek and in the English 
the thought of a progressive w7ork is 
set forth—the blood keeps cleansing. 
As long as we retain these robes and 
have need of cleansing, the blood of 
Jesus Christ is 
the 
stain-remover 
which God has provided. 
When we first came 
to the Lord 
for forgiveness, 
all 
our sins were 
counted 
as 
Adamic 
sins—those 
which came through 
Adam’s failure 
to obey the Lord. If w7e had an indi­ 
vidual responsibility 
in 
the sense 
that we consented to some of these 
sins., we no doubt received a meas­ 
ure of punishment. This we may still 
be learning in the way of sickness, 
disease, etc. But 
our 
share in the 
condemnation inherited 
by Adam is 
all covered by the merit of Christ’s 
righteousness. 
After we become 
the 
Lord’s 
we 
have the new7 nature, which does not 
love sin; but we 
also 
have 
weak­ 
nesses of the 
flesh, 
against which 
the new nature is striving. Neverthe­ 
less, it is not possible for any human 
being to live without sin.

This 
was the fate of the most important 
volume of declarations, the oft quot 
ed London declarations, and England 
was able very soon without announc­ 
ing any formal breach of /he law to 
overstep the boundaries of the agree 
ment. 
Naturally Germany went rn for 
reprisals/and the result is a sea war 
fare which stands in contradiction to 
I almost every international right thro 
I has so far been laid down.

“However uncertain the obligations 
! w'ere in the past, there were certain 
limitations which could not be o .cr 
stepped.

The trade and the shipping of neutral 
countries have been placed under a 
control which has become numiliot- 
i ins.
